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6 There are two prominent Chinese associations in Pitaanuloh. The Swatov group is a 
hl^y respected, | influential group in the town. They have a splendid hulld^ for 
the Association which serves as a sort of club house with facilities for billiard 
tables and theatre. They possess the only usable piano ti. the town, have a bandy and 
sponsor basketball games. When the governor was approached and asked to suggest members 
to a committee to] head up a proposed leprosaxium, he immediately suggested 
members of the Chinese association. There Is also a second and less prominent Chinese 
association in the town composed of the Hainonens.

9. The Chinese make every effort to hold to their language. There axe two Chinese schools

Ing is clrcuiiivent!ed by having a 4B, 1*C, and UD grade which, in reality, is a fifth, sixth, 
aM seventh grade. The exclusive attendance at a primary Chinese school is sometUnes 
against the Chinese child when he tries to continue his schooling in a Thai school and 
finds he has but a limited ablli^y to read and write In Thai. Both the Chinese schools 
in Pitsanulok are! well attended. Then, of course, there is the teaching of Chinese ^ 
the home. I had lone Chinese student in our school that always came late to class. When 
finally questioned, he revealed that he always had to study his Chinese at home on ho.ir 
before coning to jclass and this frequently caused bis tardiness. 

10. Many of the adult Chinese have a very meager knowledge of Thai: flOTft^o it is l^ted 

to what might be jtermed market language, the ability to count, yea and no, and little 
more . | 

11. The Thai Government felt at one time that they might overccme this Chinese tendency to 
hold on to their I language hy requiring the youngsters to get their primary education 
fthe first four CTudes] in Thai, which is considerably easier to learn than Chinese. 

Thus with the children having acquired one language, they would not have ai^ Incllnat.en 
to learn Chinese' However, with the early training at home in Chinese and the Chinese 
schools operating, this idea has not worked out as planned and this is particularly true 
in towns outside] of Bangkok. 

12. Chinese newspapers are available thrc-rghout Slam as well as Chinese literature. Mortes 
carry both Thai and Chinese dialogue flashed along the- side of the screen for US made 
movies. There are also Chinese movies shown. There is always agitation for more Chinese 
language radio broadcasting and China stations con readily be tuned in. 

11 The Chinese, as workers, are preferred to the Thai. They do better and more work and, 

consequently, demand a better wage. For example, a Thai carpenter^ Pltsanulok receives 
about US$1.00 per day while a Chinese caxpenter can demand about US$3.00 a day. [In 
S^ok a Chinese cLpenter earns from US$5.00 to $6.00 a day. A Thai school teacher 
earns from US$30L00 to $50.00 a month] 

Ik The Tlial people L not seem to want any more Chinese, Communist or non-Co^unlsts. They 
^^iLrttot the! cotamerclol interests of the country are in the hands of the Chinese and 
th«e is little they can dc about it. However, there Is no apparent discrlmlnatlor against 
the Chinese already In Thailand- 
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
